The Holy War In Crete Is Assuming V«ry 


Alarming Proportions. 


Canea, Island of Crete, Feb. 8.— 


Throughout Sunday the town of Canon 
itself was comparatively quiet, but the 
fire, started as a result of last week's 
conflict 
between 
Mussulmans 
and 


Christians, has broken out afresh, and 
several villages in the suburbs are in 
flames. 


Outside the walls of Canea there has 


been a continuous fusillade since Sat- 
urday, the soldiers siding with the 
Mussulmans. All of the Christians have 
left the town. Fifteen hundred Chris- 
tians have gone aboard the British ves- 
sels, while 200 subjects of France went 
aboard the French cruiser. 


The palace of the Christian governor 


of the island, Georgi Berovitch, Prince 
of Samoa, being blockaded by Mussul 
mans, Berovitch Pasha accordingly 
distributed arms with the view o£ dis 
persing the besiegers. 


At Halepa 700 armed Christians are 


facing an armed body of Mussulmans 
The situation at Retimo is serious. The 
insurgents hold the vice consuls, th 
bishop and other notables prisoners a~ 
hostages. 


The Turks have already pillaged sev- 


eral villages, and it is feared the in- 
surrection will involve the whole of 
Crete. 
The Greek squadron has ar- 


rived here.

clubbod him. Whitto's shoe* fit exactly 
in the tracks made by the man who 
ran up tho alloy. 
There was mud on 


his clothes, too, and ashes ou tho knee 
of his pants, where he collided and fell 
over an ash-box found overturned. All 
circumstixncijs point to Whitta ns tho 
guilty assailant, nnd the marshal ex- 
pects to have little trouble in sacuring 
his conviction.

The Yellow Poplar Lumber company 


is one of the largest concerns of the 
kind in the county. 
The principal 


office is in Chicago and the company is 
capitalized at a million dollars. 
It 


was generally uJiderstood to be in good 
shape and the application for a receiver 
comes ns a thunder clap to the public. 
Long litigation is now in sight, and 
interesting developments are likaly to 
come out. 


Attorney T. N. Ross, who flies the 


suit and asks for the appointment of 
receiver, was formerly attorney for the 
cotupony at a salary of $2,500 a year. 
When the company changed manage- 
ment of the Goal Grove plant, Mr. 
lioss' services were dispensed with. 
A cloirn of his against the company for 
$3,600, for which suit has been filed at 
Oatlettsburg, Ky., for salary, gives rise 
to the new suit 
The petition filed in 


tho Lawrence comity courts Saturday 
makes the First National bank of Chi- 
cago, of which the newly appointed 
secretary of the treasury,-Lyman Gago, 
is president, 
party defendant. 
The 


petition charges the company as being 
insolvent; that tho capital stock of tho 
company is hold in pledge by tho Chi- 
cago bank, which has a claim against 
the company for an amount larger than 
the assets of tho company.
